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Residents on Acacia form Association, protest to Council 


Valle Vista Property Rights Protection Associa¬ 
tion, consisting of a group of residents near the pro¬ 
posed large home at 590 Acacia, have filed a letter to 
the City Council appealing a letter sent Dec. 1 to Mr. 
and Mrs. Viken Mankerian, owners of the residence. 

The Valle Vista neighbors say they have agreed 
“that something has to be done because of the proper¬ 
ty that is affecting our private lives and the value to 
our private property.’’ 

They have called the home that has 7768 .square 
feet the “Taj Mahal’’ and believe that it is not a two- 
story home with a basement but that it is really a three- 
story home. 

The home is built on a lot that is 73 feet wide 
by 831 feet long. 

The Valle Vista group has retained legal counsel. 
“What is right is right. What is wrong doesn’t be¬

They point out that City Administrator James 
B. McRea, wrote to Mankerian, owner of the property, 
pointing out “some of the respects in which the proj¬ 
ect violates the Z.oning Regulations. Mr. McRea did 
not, however, rcciuirelhai the job be stopped.’’ 

The Valle Vista group asks that the City Council 
consider the appeal at its next meeting, Dec. 22. 

“The basis for this appeal is that since the proj-

Mankerian a letter on Dec. 1, and several of them in 
the vicinity received the letter, as a formal notice on 
non-compliance. It explains that the Building and 
Safely Department issued a stop order as a result of 
the concern over the potential of construction of a 
three-story building. The letter continues that the 
stop order was released after an initial review based 
on documentation that was submitted to the city and 
proposed modification.

says that existing construction and plans are not in 
conformance with the Sierra Madre Municipal Code. 
It points out an inadequate side yard setback, overall 
height of the building and the potential of a three- 
story dwelling. 

Spokesperson tor the association point out that 
the work was stopped “for about 10 days’’ and then 
continued, and they are concerned that it was con¬ 
tinued. 

In the meantime, the city received from the In¬ 
ternational Conference of Building Officials (ICBO) 
a letter “supporting the findings for the city,’’ ac¬ 
cording to McRea, in last week’s issue of The News. 
He added that the report is still “under review,’’ and 
said that ICBO had termed 590 Acacia a two-story 
building.

PCC trustees elect new board 


Laborers’ ordinance hammered out by council; licenses to rise 

Sierra Madre City Council at its last meeting 
Tuesday, Dec. 8, listened to modifications on the 
proposed Day Laborers Ordinance; however, the in¬ 
troduction for first reading by title only is postponed 
until Jan. 12. 

The council realizes that there are certain criti¬ 
cal times, from 7 to 10 a.m., on the streets of Sierra 
Madre. They are equally concerned about Baldwin 
and Sierra Madre Blvd. and all streets intersecting 
Sierra Madre Blvd. and Baldwin Ave. for a distance 
of 200 feet from the intersections. 

The proposed ordinance deals with restriction 
rather than prohibition, according to City Administra¬ 
tor Jim McRea. He said that staff had met with rep¬ 
resentatives of the Coalition for Humane Immigrant 
Rights of Los Angeles regarding the ordinance; and 
although the Coalition has no model ordinance or 
program that is acceptable, they say they will chal¬ 
lenge any ordinance. 

“People who are proponents feel that this is 
over-restrictive to require a senior or someone to exit 
a car just to seek an employee. People who are propo¬ 
nents don’t feel it is strict enough because it says it is 
possible to request employment at all. The Coalition 
thinks it would be better to put our efforts into a job 
center instead of litigation. We’re not trying to pro-

have three business licenses. If you own three houses 
and are not living in them, you have three licenses. 
The cost is $25 per unit per year. A professional license 
is $55 per year,’’ he explained. 

Home occupation changes include needing an 
application and inspection fee. If a person is using 
his/her home as a secondary use, such as arts and 
crafts, there is only inspection needed in home occu¬ 
pation. However, if you are an attorney or an ac¬ 
countant, your license would be $55. That would in-

lows the use of a non-owner occupied building, of¬ 
fice, suite, or structure, will be required to have a bus¬ 
iness license. 

“If you own a building and are renting it, you 
are just as much in business as those in business,’’ 
McRea pointed out. 

The same is true of apartments, houses, guest 
houses and rooms, he said. Anyone who owns a dwell¬ 
ing or rents rooms other than owner-occupied will 
be required to have a business license for that site. 

“If you own three businesses in town, you must 


hibit anything, just give direction and limitations. 
We .still allow for other alternative programs,’’ Mc¬ 
Rea said. 

The ordinance says it would be unlawful to barter 
merchandise or solicit employment, business, or con¬ 
tributions from any motor vehicle on the streets and 
highways during any critical hours as defined. Also, 
no person within a motor vehicle could stop, park, or 
stand near a vehicle, and do likewise. 

Person-to-person transactions or solicitations on 
the public sidewalk would not be prohibited. How¬ 
ever, the definition of solicitation would restrict the 
use of the park or parking areas by the nature of the 
definition, McRea pointed out. 

The licensing system in Sierra Madre will under¬ 
go a partial overhaul to be more equal, the council 
believes. 

Parking permits are now $25 for a nonrefund- 
able fee and $25 for the parking fee. The fee is re¬ 
quired for both streets and downtown parking lots. 
If a home is landlocked, no inspection fee will be re¬ 
quired annually, only every other year. 

Concerning business licenses, a new fee schedule 
is proposed. Rather than caase an impact on existing 
business license holders, the city will close some of the 
loopholes and require some business licenses from 
people who were supposed to have them but did not 
obtain them. License fees will go from $50 to $55 for 
retail, however. 

McRea said that anyone who rents, leases, or al-

I’m often 
gone longer since I get phone calls or 
visits when I’m there. It’s common for 
people to knock on the door, saying, “I see 
your truck. I need to talk with you.” 

The other reason why I was lucky were 
those caring, gentle, sensitive EMTs on our 
Fire Department. Camee called 911, the 
tone on our office fire radio went off and 
within moments the first set of eyes - 
Bob Spears - was looking down at me, 
professional and sympathetic. 

Moments later a ring of other familiar 
faces surrounded me while I explained where I 
hurt and how the accident had happened. 

I knew that I was in the best possible 
hands. Nothing could go wrong now. 

They were so careful and sensitive to my 
discomfort while they checked my vital signs, 
assuring me, apologizing for any discomfort 
they were causing. 

Soon I was immobile, strapped in, and 
being carried to the ambulance. I felt 
a little silly. It wasn’t really that bad. 

And they even had the sense to reassure my 
grandson that “Your grandmother is going 
to be just fine.” 

Our wonderful daughter was just as cool- 
headed when she called Don and her husband, 
then called our other daughter. 

Everyone seemed to know what to do and 
how to do it. 

Rev. Michael Bamberger rode in the 
ambulance with me while Marco Sierra drove 
the ambulance. Again, total gentleness, and 
Michael joked with me, reassuring me. They 
stayed around the hospital for awhile during 
the time Methodist Hospital did its great 
job. They, also, were reassuring and 
professional. 

After X-rays I was told that 1 had no 
broken bones but had sustained a few 
bruises. The usual info: you’ll hurt more for 
the next couple of days and by the end 
of the week should be back to normal. 

As I was being ensconced into the car by 
Don, Camee and the orderly, Rev. Dick 
Anderson came flying over to the car. Rev. 
Michael Bamberger had called Dick, at my 
request, to tell him that I wouldn’t be 
covering that evening’s Congregational 
Church Christmas program. Dick must have 
jumped into his car immediately and he 
drove down to offer his help, love and 
prayers. 

Was I glad to get home where Don made 
me very comfortable while I went through 
the icy cold of shock and gulped pills to 
relieve pain. He even got dinner that 
evening and our daughters called in their 
care and love. 

I’m great. I’m lucky. All the stars 
were in the crown and I came through this 
minor scrape fine, with all the prayers 
and care. 

Those pastors and EMTs are something. 
Boy, are we all lucky.

He popped in the other day 
to tell me he was now retired, living in 
Upland, and “fooling around,” he said. 

He looks great. His card says, “no plans, no 
problems, no business, no worries, no 
freeways, no traffic jams, no connections, 
no responsibilities.”

Boiled beef in a covered wagon

When I joined the Indian Service I considered 
myself an embryo civil engineer and had visions 
of peering through a transit, while being dressed 
in a Stetson hat, flannel shirt and high-laced 
boots. Alas, my boss had other ideas. Aware 
that I had a small aptitude for rapid calculation, 
he put me at a desk where I spent endless hours 
compiling figures that other men in Stetsons and 
high boots had put in little, leather-bound books. 
Day after day, I multiplied, added and subtract¬ 
ed, figuring the amount of dirt that would have 
to be moved to rebuild the Main Canal. The canal 
was 26 miles long, and had been cross-surveyed 
every 50 feet. A lot of arithmetic was involved. 
No computers, just plain, dull arithmetic. 

One sunny summer Sunday, I drove to the 
construction site, anxious to see what was hap¬ 
pening to all those estimates. A lot of machinery 
was there but there was also a huge canvas-covered 
wagon, much larger than the fabled prairie schoon¬ 
ers. Moreover, it was the chuck wagon, and 1 
was just in time. Seated in the shade of the wagon 
were eight or 10 men, and dinner was what they 
were waiting for. We all went up the back steps 
of the wagon and sat down at a long, narrow 
table. 1 was amazed at the interior size of the 
wagon. It must have been 20 feet long and al¬ 
most half that wide. At the front end was a small 
kitchen with a water barrel hanging just outside 
the door. 

Dinner was soon on the table, typical con¬ 
struction camp fare. There were platters of boiled 
beef and huge bowls of cabbage and potatoes that 
had been cooked in the beef broth. To this day, 
it remains one of my favorite dishes. I ate hearti¬ 


ly, but I was no match for the hungry workmen. 
They wanted and appreciated good, solid, stick- 
to-the-ribs food. The clowns in tall hats who 
spend their lives dreaming up gastronomic hor¬ 
rors to excite jaded appetites would not have 
been welcome. They probably would have been 
booted out into the sagebrush. 

After pie and coffee we descended from the 
wagon. The men again took their seats in the 
shade, to smoke and gossip away the balance of 
their day of rest. As for me, I stood for a long 
minute and reviewed the situation. 1 had had a 
wonderful meal, talked with interesting men 
and had my first, and it was to be my last, ex¬ 
perience with an outsized prairie schooner, sim¬ 
ilar to those that had traveled the Oregon Trail, 
only a few miles from where I stood. To the east 
rose the majestic peak of Mt. Putnam, towering 
over the rolling foothills. To the west, the rugged 
snags of the Sawtooth Mountains were edged 
in white above the horizon. Overhead, the hot 
sun poured down from the incredible blue of an 
Idaho summer, and a vagrant breeze brought 
the pungency of sagebrush. Born and reared in 
Illinois, when I came out west, sagebrush quick¬ 
ly became my favorite perfume of the wild. 

I stepped in my car and drove home. The 
next morning when I sat down at my desk faced 
with the interminable set of figures, I had a bet¬ 
ter appreciation of my job. I had been to head¬ 
quarters, so to speak, and I realized that I was a 
part, albeit a very small part, of a tremendous 
undertaking that would benefit many people for 
many years. Somehow, looking through a tran¬ 
sit telescope no longer seemed important.

Assemblyman Richard 
Mountjoy (R-Arcadia) 
introduced Assembly Bill 
9 this week, to reform the 
runaway Workers’ Com¬ 
pensation system. 

“Employers by the 
thousand supported this 
same legislation last year. 
They understand the need 
for meaningful workers’ 
comp reform and 1 expect 
their continued vigorous 
support this year,” Mount¬ 
joy stated. 

AB 9 may be amended 
in the weeks ahead to be 
a comprehensive bill, in¬ 
cluding all the Workers’ 
Compensation reform 
supported by the Assem¬ 
bly Republican Caucus. 

Mountjoy requested 
permission for his bill to 
be numbered AB 9 because 
it will only take nine 
Democrat votes to add to 
those of the 32 Republi¬ 
can caucus members to en¬ 
act this legislation.

The 
California job market is 
becoming an economic 
endangered species and 
needs protection and 
nourishment,” Mountjoy 
added. 

Mountjoy sees speedy 
enactment of meaningful 
Workers’ Compensation 
reform as an absolute 
essential if California 
is to return to a state of 
fiscal health and stability.

Each had 
George’s tint of skin. Each had a golden halo, 
doubling as a headband. And in each band, there 
was a feather.

V‘The Early Childhood Program represents the finest 
■example of a public/private partnership, and it will 
liave a positive impact on our community in a very 
eeal, long-term way. At a time when public funding 
4S becoming increasingly scarce, the continued suc¬ 
cess of this ambitious program relies on grants from 
"ftrivate organizations such as The Weingart Founda¬ 
tion.” 

The Pasadena Unified School District’s (PUSD) 
Early Childhood Program is in its fifth year. It was 
created through private funding with the goal of put¬ 
ting low-income children on an equal footing with 
(heir peers in kindergarten and beyond. The curricu¬ 
lum emphasizes oral language development for self- 
expression and communication of ideas as well as 
.social and emotional growth; the use of technology 
as a powerful learning tool; cognitive development; 
development of fine motor skills; ethnic and cultural 
Recognition; and exposure to literature. The children 
attend class five half-days per week and are given one 
hot meal and one snack while at school. 

Auxiliary services provided through the program 
include medical and dental appraisals, health educa¬ 
tion, nutrition, social service coordination and psycho¬ 
logical services. 

' The documented long-term success of the Early 
Childhood Program has earned it the praise of edu¬ 
cators and government officials nationwide. Earlier 
this year, the state awarded $1.2 million to PUSD as 
part of money distributed to Los Angeles County for 
the development of pre-school programs for low in¬ 
come children. The money has been used to expand 
the number of children in the program from 600 to 
880 and to provide services on five, rather than four, 
days a week. 

Total private funding for the year, including 
grants from Weingart and other local foundations 
and businesses, is $800,000.

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Mother-daughter 
team victimizing 
elderly in area 

The Arcadia Social Security Office is alerting 
senior citizens living in the Sierra Madre/Arca¬ 
dia/Monrovia areas that recently at least three 
elderly women have been victimized by a Latino¬ 
looking woman and her daughter in their homes. 

The woman arrived at their homes with her 
daughter (or sometimes two children) who is 
about 7 years old. She asks for work, and dur¬ 
ing the conversation the young girl asks to use 
the restroom. While the child is in the restroom, 
the victim stays with the mother either outside 
or in another room. 

After the woman and child leave, all five 
victims have discovered their wallets missing 
from their purses. 

The Social Security Office urges all victims 
to file a police report and to tell other seniors 
what is happening, in an effort to prevent its 
happening again. 

“If you suspect anyone, please call the police, 
but do not do anything to endanger yourself,” 
the SS office spokesperson cautions. 

Sierra Madre Police Chief Bill Betts told 
The News that he had not heard of this type of 
situation in town; however, he cautioned that 
people must never allow strangers in their home. 
If strangers ask to use the phone, the homeown¬ 
er should take the number, close the door, and 
make the call.

It is hardly the fault of 
the Playhouse cast that 
this version of the Dick¬ 
ens epic is so shallow and 
sketchy that it is hard to 
play reali.stically. Scrooge’s 
sudden conversion seems 
motivated only by the fear 
that at some unspecified 
future time he will die - 
hardly news. He is even 
prevented from knowing 
that it is his death that 
causes a cheerful street 
celebration, in contrast 
to the sordid gloating of 
the original story, and his 
sudden appearance in 
Santa Claus costume is 
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ridiculously anachronistic. 

Charles Dickens, ar¬ 
guably England’s most 
famous author after 
Shakespeare, was a social 
reformer, and “A Christ¬ 
mas Carol” is not just a 
quaint, sentimental tale. 
As originally written, the 
Ghost of Christmas Present 
is a heroic giant, replete 
with Dionysian sensual 
pleasures as well as genuine 
and hearty goodwill, but 
behind his cloak, hidden 
from view, are hideous, 
starved, ignorant children, 
presaging terror and crime, 
and, as the Ghost points 
out, a potential for dan¬ 
ger that must not be ig¬ 
nored. 

The Cratchets are not 
only picturesque, they are 


a social problem, a brave 
show of affection and 
dwer, surmounting a des¬ 
perate poverty, where 
children work to keep the 
family from starvation, 
and the youngest child is 
dying from a wasting ill¬ 
ness with no money for 
doctors. Dickens’ Lon¬ 
don was then, as it still is, 
as any city is, a place 
where desperate need con¬ 
trasts with profligate 
luxury. 

Ebenezer Scrooge was 
a young man once, thrilled 
with his master’s simple 
but generous hospitality, 
sharing ideals with a poor 
but high-minded girl. 
The sordid lives around 
him frightened him into 
protecting himself behind 
walls of money which be¬ 
came his prison. He is re¬ 
deemed by remembrance 
of that former self and 
by a heightened awareness 
of his common cause with 
other human beings. 

This complex man ap¬ 
pears in Dickens’ story. 


with Dickens’ touches of 
antic humor to make the 
message go down easier. 
He cannot be adequately 
played by Mr. Magoo. 

He appears on the stage 
recently only in the amaz¬ 
ing one-man show put on 
by Patrick Stewart, As-» 
sociate Artist of the Royal 
Shakespeare Company, 
veteran actor and director 
of stage and screen, and 
present captain of the 
Starship Enterprise. With 
the aid of a few props 
and evocative lighting, 
he tells and acts the story 
as Dickens wrote it to sold 
out houses at Caltech, 
UCLA and on Broadway 
where he receives stand¬ 
ing ovations - and when 
he holds his script aloft, 
so does Charles Dickens. 

Hopefully, there will 
be seasonal repeats. Watch 
for them. They are what 
theater is all about.

elude those who have commercial post office boxes. 
“They are considered a business like any other busi¬ 
nesses. This information is already in the code but 
will be amended to clarify,” McRea said. 

The last one to be clarified will include all real 
estate from out-of-town people who sell houses in 
Sierra Madre. They must have a business license, ac¬ 
cording to McRea. 

McRea explained that the city must recover about 
$600,000 in the superfund lawsuit concerning using a 
refuse location between 1948 to 1955. 

“We need to recover that by an assessment fee 
on refuse which will be $5 a month or $10 a utility 
bill for the next three years,” he said.

Question: Is it true that car 
antifreeze is toxic to animals? 


Answer: Yes. Automobile antifreeze is made up of about 
95 percent ethylene glycol. The lethal dose for a 10-pound 
cat is about one teaspoon. Ethylene glycol is not toxic 
itself but is oxidized by the liver to toxic metabolites, 
which cause kidney failure. Clinical signs are increased 
water consumption and urination, vomiting, depression, 
ataxia, seizures, coma and death. It is very important to 
keep antifreeze away from your pets and to check your 
cars for any leaks. It is very palatable to dogs and cats, 
and they will readily drink it. If your pet happens to ingest 
any, it’s imperative that you seek veterinary care im¬ 
mediately.

Changes for green 
waste collection 

Beginning Jan. 11, all residents living north 
of Grandview will be requested to put out their 
green waste for collection on Monday and those 
south of Grandview, the following day, Tues¬ 
day. 

The green waste must be clean and must be 
installed in containers, not plastic bags. 

Normal refuse collection dates will be re¬ 
scheduled to occur on Wednesday, Thursday 
and Friday. 

Residents won’t need to buy new trash cans 
because of the staggered collection dates. They 
are asked to separate the green waste and set it 
out either Monday or Tuesday, depending on 
where they live. They reuse their containers on 
their regular (rescheduled) date on Wednesday, 
Thursday or Friday. 

People using plastic bags will have to find 
alternatives because they cannot be used for 
green waste. 

For those who have gardeners, simply hold 
the green waste until Monday or Tuesday, which¬ 
ever is your date.

Board recap 

Reconfiguration for *94 
receives board approval 


In contrast to the speak¬ 
ers at last week’s meeting 
of the Arcadia Board of 
Education, a majority of 
those who addressed the 
board concerning recon¬ 
figuration on Tuesday 
night shared a favorable 
reaction toward going to 
a K-5,6-8,9-12 configura¬ 
tion, and the board voted 
4-0, with Maryann Gib¬ 
son absent, to go ahead 
with reconfiguration, ef¬ 
fective September 1994. 

Superintendent Terry 
Towner said that he realizes 
that change is difficult 
and that major change is 
extremely difficult but 
assured the public that he 
would not allow this (re¬ 
configuration) to go forth 
if it was a bad idea. 

Barb Proffitt, a parent, 
explained that she had been 
through reconfiguration 
in Glendora and that kids 
adjusted just fine; but 


ones that have trouble 
with change. 

Board member Mary 
Dougherty pointed out 
that Arcadia and Glen¬ 
dale are the only school 
districts with three-year 
high schools outside of 
Los Angeles City Schools. 

Carol Curtis, president 
of Arcadia Council PTA, 
said that she spoke for 10 
unit presidents, who are 
usually neutral in political 
matters, in supporting 
reconfiguration as a fi¬ 
nancially stable and ed¬ 
ucationally superb deci¬ 
sion. 

Ernie Jensen, himself a 
product of Arcadia schools 
and now a parent, said 
that the district should 
go ahead with reconfigura¬ 
tion “sooner than later,” 
especially when there is 
an opportunity of saving 
$500,000. 

However, staff and 
committee reports tended
